jury said the Chronic Hospital 
is badly overcrowded and does 
not meet hospital fire safety 
and sanitary standards of the 
State Division of Health. The 
jury noted that the $110,639,- 
000 bond issue approved by 
the voters in 1955 authorized 
expenditure of $4,000,000 for a 
new Chronic Hospital if a 
study demonstrates the need. 


Position Misunderstood. 


After hearing Dr. Smith tes- 
tify, the jury was under the 
impression that steps soon 
would be taken to rehibilitate 
the old Chronic Hospital or 
build a new one. But Dr. Smith 
told the Post-Dispatch today 
his position had been misun- 
derstood. 

Following a study of St. 
Louis health and hospital 
needs, the American Public 
Health Association in 1957 con- 
cluded that there is no need 
for a new Chronic Hospital. In- 
stead, it recommended estab- 
lishment of chronic units in 
general hospitals as a logical 
solution. 

“I fully concur In that find- 
ing,” Dr. Smith stated. “We 
are now evaluating the St. 
Louis public hospital system, 
and the latest checks at City, 
Homer G. Phillips. and Koch 
Hospitals disclose that we have 
between 500 and 600 empty 
beds. 

“Koch, which has beds for 
670 tubercular patients, has 
less than 360 to care for. We 
have converted some wards 
there to provide intermediate 
care for chronic cases — 
patients who have ailments 
other than tuberulosis—and a 
small rehabilitation program is 
doing a good job there. 

“One of the first things we 
are trying to do is relieve the 
overcrowding at Chronic Hos- 
pital by screening the patients 


transferred. It really is not a 
hospital, It is an institution 
providing cust~.al and nursing 
type care, and we have some 
mental patients there.” 


‘Really a Nursing Home.’ 


Dr. Smith explained that a 
huge sum would be required to 
rehabilitate the old hospital 
and qualify it to meet state 
hospital standards. “If we 
operate it as a nursing home, 
which is what it really is,” he 
continued, “we do not have to 
meet the state standards for 
hospitals. As a city-operated 
nursing home, it also is exempt 
from the requirements laid 
down for private nursing 
homes.” 

More than one grand jury 
has criticized conditions at 
Chronic Hospital. “It took a 
long time for conditions to de-

JEFFERSON CITY, May 29 
—The Legislature was dead- 
locked today on two major tax 
measures—the sales tax and 
use-tax bills. 

The Senate refused to c oncur 
in two House amendments to 
the bill proposing an increase 
in the state sales tax to 24% per 
cent from 2 per cent. It rec- 
ommended that the bill be sent 
to a joint Senate-House confer- 
ence committee. 

Another joint committee 
broke up in disagreement to- 
day for the third time in its 
effort to resolve a dispute on 
the use-tax measure. 

The sales tax bill, as passed 
oriignally by the Senate, would 
have referred the proposed in- 


crease to the voters for their 


approval in the general elec- 
tion Nov. 8, 1960. The esti- 
mated $26,000,000 in addi- 
tional revenue which the in- 
crease would have produced 
annually was not designated 
for any specific purpose. 
However, the school lobby 


succeeded in getting the House | 
to amend the bill so that it | 


would be submitted to voters 
in a special election next Oct. 
6 and the additional money 
would be earmarked for the 
schools for a period ending 
July 1, 1961. 

Another house amendment, 
not sponsored by the school 
lobby, would exempt from the 
sales tax the trade-in value of 
used cars in automobile sales. 

In a long debate, Senator 
Floyd R. Gibson (Dem.), inde- 
pendence, president pro tem 
of the Senate, vigorously op- 
posed the amendment which 
would earmark the funds and 
submit the measure at a spe- 
cial election.

on German issues and a sum- 
mit conference here today af- 
ter a _ precedent-setting sky 
session on a transatlantic flight 
from Washington. 

First indications from west- 
ern informants were that the 
talks on the 17-hour flight had 
not produced any real progress 
toward agreement on a formula 
which would end the Berlin 
crisis and clear the way to the 
summit, Nevertheless, western 
officials seem reasonably sure 
that such a formula can be 
found in the next 10 days or 
two weeks. 

The four ministers met in 
late afternoon at the residence 
of British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd.

WASHINGTON, May 29 
(UPI) — The Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress was in a 
budget-cutting mood today to- 
ward funds requested for Gov- 
ernment departments. Demo- 
cratic leaders promised more 
slashes. 


The Senate last night passed 
its first two regular money 
bills of the year, trimming by 
$28,000,000 President Eisen- 
hower’s fiscal 1960 budget re- 
quests for the District of Co- 
lumbia and the Treasury and 
Post Office Departments. 

Earlier, the House passed by 
voice vote a $657,297,000 Com- 
merce Department money bill. 
The measure, which now goes 
to the Senate, was $56,693,700 
below the amount the Presi- 
dent wanted. 

‘ The House money Dill cut 
$50,000,000 off the Small Busi- 
ness Administration’s revolv- 
ing fund for loans. 

Comment By Johnson. 

Democratic leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas told the 
Senate before the votes that 
the cuts in the Senate’s two 
money bills were a repudiation 
of charges by what he called 
“pop-off artists” and “Madison 
avenue propagandists” that the 
Democrats are big spenders. 

The Senate’s $4,664,027,600 
Treasury-Post Office bill was 
approved, 53 to 30. It also in- 
cluded funds for the United 
States Tax Court. The total bill 
carried $24,299,404 less than 
the President requested, but 
topped the amount approved 
by the House by $35,930,600. 

The District of Columbia bill, 
approved 69 to 0, provides

Sources close to Rules Chair- 
man Howard W. Smith (Dem.), 
Virginia, said he also was dis- 
satisfied with present farm 
proposals, referring to them as

Insurance Rate Hearing. 

Senate anti-trust investiga- 
tors were told today that state 
regulations sometimes stifle 
competition in the insurance 
field and result in rates that 
are unduly high. 

Vestal Lemmon, general 
manager of the National Asso- 
ciation of Independent Insur- 
ers, criticized rate-making 
practices in a number of states.

Eating and Happy. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto’ Rico, 
May 29 (UPI)—The nose cone. 
of the rocket that successfully. 
carried two monkeys 300 miles 
into space landed only five 
miles from the recovery ship 
Kiowa, it was disclosed today, 


Lt. Joseph Guion of McKees- 
port, Pa., commanding officer 
of the Kiowa, told about it 
when the vessel reached here 
this morning. The nose cone 
and the monkeys were being 
transferred to a United States 
Air Force C-118 for a flight to 
Washington later in the day. 

Guion said the projectile was 
clearly visible—“like a large 
shooting star”—while it was de- 
scending. It remained visible 
until it disappeared at a point 
20 degrees above the horizon. 
Cloudiness obscured the final 
—" of its descent, Guion 
said. 

About a minute after the 
nose cone hit the water, a 
blinking white identification 
light attached to it began 
flashing. This helped the Kio- 
wa close on the area swiftly. 

Guion said the ship reached 
the cone about 20 minutes af- 
ter it landed. The actual recov- 
ery operations were hampered 
somewhat by choppy seas and 
took about 90 minutes. 

Lt. (jg) R. E. Foy of Phoenix, 
Ariz., who is stationed in Puer- 
to Rico, directed the group of 
four frogmen who made the 
recovery of the nose cone with 
the monkeys inside. 

Foy and three enlisted men 
paddled in a rubber raft from 
the Kiowa to the nose cone. 
They attached a line to the 
cone and it was hauled aboard. 

Foy said “several sharks 
circled us” during the opera- 
tion, but their shark repellent 
was effective and there were 
no accidents.

‘ASK 12 BILLION 


U.S. Borrowing ‘ Needs 
to Require ‘Tempo- 
rary Ceiling of 
$295,000,000,000.

WASHINGTON, May 29— 
The Treasury will ask Congress 
soon for an ir crease in the na- 
tional debt limit, probably ag- 
gregaing 12 billion dollars 
above the present “permanent” 
ceiling of 283 billions. 

Despite increasing hope that 
the budget will be balanced in 
the next fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, the Treasury’s seasonal 
borrowing needs, plus allow- 
ance for emergencies, will re- 
quire at least a “temporary” 
ceiling of two hundred ninety- 
five billion dollars. 

The Treasury now antic- 
ipates that it will have to bor- 
row six billion to seven billon 
dollars from July 1 to Dec. 31, 
when tax collections are low- 
est. This is an upward revision 
of some unofficial earlier es- 
timates, despite increasing op- 
timism about the budget out- 
look. 

The reason is a_ techni¢al 
provision in the tax law that 
may keep corporation tax re- 
ceipts unusually low next fall. 
Under the present outlook, 
nearly all of the six billion to 
seven billion dollars of borrow- 
ing will be paid off next spring, 
but the debt limit must permit 
the borrowing in the meantime. 

The national debt now is 
two hundred eighty-five bil- 
lion dollars, It is covered by a 
temporary ceiling of two hun- 
dred eighty-eight billion dollars 
that reverts to the permanent 
ceiling of two hundred eighty- 
three billion dollars June 30, 
the end of the present fiscal 
year, 


The present expectation is 
that the debt will finish the 
fiscal year at about its present 
level. During June one large 
item of debt will be paid off 
but there will be offsetting in- 
creases in. other items, At the 
same time the Treasury is ex- 
pected to enter the period of 
seasonal deficit with just an 
ordinary cash balance of about 
four billion dollars. 

Thus it is all but certain 
the debt will rise well above 
two hundred ninety billion dol- 
lars temporarily.. Given the 
need for a margin of error, the 
Treasury is expected to ask 
for a temporary ceiling during 
the year from July 1, 1959 to 
June 30, 1960, of two hundred 
ninety-five billion dollars. 

Some of the increase will be 
asked on a temporary basis 
and some will be requested as 
an addition to the permanent 
ceiling. If the budget is bal- 
anced, a reasonably good pros- 
pect, the Treasury by a year 
from June 30 will have the 
debt down to°about two hun-

FTC RULES WATCH JEWELS 
MUST TOUCH MOVING PART 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP). 
—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion ruled yesterday that gems 
used in watches must make con- 
tact with a moving part at a 
point of wear in order to be ad- 
vertised as jewels. 

The FTC set down this stand- 
ard in finding that Allen V. 
Tornek of New York City mis- 
represented the number of 
jewels in watches he sells. The 
watches bear the trade name 
“Tornay.” 

Chairman John W. Gynne, 
writing the commission’s opin- 
ion, said four gems used in a 
patented device incorporated in 
Tornay watches do not serve as 
friction bearings and can not 
be advertised as jewels. Tor- 
nek, the FTC said, bought 17- 
jewel movements in Switzer- 
land and added the device to 
them. It reported that Tornek 
put the watches in cases and 
sold them as “21-jewel” time- 
pieces. 


COMEDIAN BUD ABBOTT SAYS 
HE IS BROKE, IN TAX TROUBLE 


HOLLYWOOD, May 29 (AP) 
—Comedian Bud Abbott, who 
made a fortune as straight man 
for the late Lou Costello, told 
reporters yesterday he was’ 
broke, unemployed and far in 
tax arrears. He is selling his 
home to pay some of what he 
owes. 

Abbott said his financial 
troubles started three years ago 
when the Government made a 
tax audit of the last seven years 
he and Costello worked togeth- 
er as a team.

From the early days of com- 
mercial aviation when airports 
were sod fields and terminals 
were small frame _ buildings 
often set out “in the middle of 
nowhere,” the industry has 
grown until now airports at- 
tract industries to them, he 
stated. 

‘“The trend is indicated to- 
day,” Buck said. “Airports are 
pot only transportation centers 
—they have in many instances 
become commercial and indus- 
trial centers. This trend should 
continue at an accelerated pace 
if predictions of a three-fold 
increase in scheduled airline 
passenger traffic are realized 
in the next eleven ‘jet age 
years.” 

Thousands of people are em- 
ployed today at airports, and 
many more will be employed 
to fill the requirements of the 
jet transports and the millions 
of passengers they will carry, 
Buck said. 

The increased number of 
passengers that will be at- 
tracted to air travel by the 
jet transports will require more 
frequent aircraft operations, he 
pointed out. 

Suggests New Zoning. 


He suggested that in prep- 
aration for this increase in 
aircraft operations and air 
travel long-range planning 
should be carried out by the 
world’s major air terminals. 

Buck also suggested an ex- 
panded program of intelligent 
zoning “based on conservative 
air transportation forecasts for 
10, 20, or 30 years hence.” Thus 
the airports would be prepared 
for not only the increased num- 
ber of passengers but for the 
industries and businesses that 
will be attracted to the vicinity 
of the airports. 

The changes in travel habits 
and business patterns that will 
result from expanded high- 
gppeed air transportation were 
cited by Buck as important to 
real estate. He said that lo- 
cation of businesses no longer 
need be in the geographical 
center of the area they. serve, 
but can be on the fringes of it, 
the principal consideration in 
the jet age being the time re- 
quired to reach principal busi- 
ness centers rather than the 
distances to them, 


Work, Play Patterns 
Change as Flight 
Trends Affect Living 


FAIRMONT, Minn.—Changes 
in patterns of work and play, 
with impact on real estate de- 


velopment, are following 
trends in air transport, James 
M. Udall, Los Angeles, presi- 
dent of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, de- 
clared here. 


Udall spoke before a meeting 
of the National Real Estate 
Fliers Association—a group of 
realtors using aircraft in their 
businesses. Like most of the 
other realtors attending, Udall 
had flown his own plane to the 
gathering, which was in con- 
junction with a meeting of 
Southern Minnesota real estate 
boards. 


“The recent phenomenal 
growth in what might be called 
business aviation—the owner- 
ship and use of planes by busi- 
ness firms and individual busi- 
nessmen—holds great promise 
for the future development of 
of suburbia and at least the 
partial solution of its tax prob- 
lems if it is paralleled by in- 
telligent community zoning,” 
Udall told the group. 


Cites Registration. ; 


To illustrate the growth of 
business aviation, the Los An- 
geles Realtor cited federal air- 
craft registration figures as 
showing that in 1946 there were 
only 10,000 planes used prim- 
armily for business purposes, 
compared to the 28,000 in 1959. 
He cited also the fact that out 
of the nation’s approximately 
7000 airports, about 6400 are 
exclusively devoted to the use 
of small private-owned planes. 


The implications of _ this 
growth in business aviation 
were said by the speaker to be 
threefold. 

First, corporations using air- 
craft for the travel of their 
executives often are either al- 
ready in the suburbs, or would 
prefer to be there, thus afford- 
ing close proximity to small 
airfields. 

Second, with the offices or 
plants of such firms in the sub- 
urbs, the location affords em- 
ployees a logical chance to live 


close to their work by locating 
in adjacent residential areas. 

And, third, the growth in 
business aviation offers local 
communities an excellent op- 
portunity to lighten the bur- 
densome residential real estate 
tax. by zoning for light indus- 
try, building airstrips, and wel- 
coming businesses or indus- 
tries using their own air trans- 
port for their executives. 


Urges Thoughtful Zoning. 

“The key to the wise utiliza- 
tion of the business aviation 
movement by local governing 
bodies lies in thoughtful ad- 
vance zoning for light industry 
with provision for a small air- 
port,” Udall declared. “If this 
is done, residential valués will 
be protected, the tax burden 
shared by light industry, and 
people will have an opportu- 
nity to cut the time they spend 
in driving to and from work.” 


In addition to local commu- 
nities, at least one state—Ala- 
bama—is reported to be fully 
awake to the growth possibili- 
ties represented by taking into 
account the trend of business 
firms to use their own aircraft 
for the business trips of per- 
sonnel. Alabama will build a 
3000-foot macadam airstrip ad- 
jacent to the headquarters of 
any new industry moving into 
an appropriate area. 


As another unit of measure 
of the growth of business fly- 
ing, Udall cited the National 
Business Aircraft Association’s 
estimate that from the 1,680,- 
000 hours flown in 1946 by air- 
craft owned by the nation’s 
businessmen, the total jumped 
to over 5,000,000 hours in 1958. 
This latter figure, he said, 
compares to the approximately 
4,000,000 hours in which com- 
mercial airline planes were in 
the air in the same year. 


“T am told that the member- 
ship of the NBAA now stands 
at more than 500 business firms 
owning a total of about 2000 
aircraft,” the Los Angeles 
realtor said. “This means that 
at least a minimum of that 
many firms are using planes

in eight hours and 34 minutes, ' e 


compared to more than 14 
hours by piston-driven craft.” 

He termed “most significant”

in 35 per cent, and lower in 
nine per cent. Higher priced 
houses ($20,000 and over) are 
up in 53 per cent of the areas, 
the same in 36 per cent, and 
down in 11 per cent. 

Prices are higher for all cat- 
egories of new homes in a 
majority of the communities in 
the West and South. 

The volume of new homes 
sold is the same or higher in 
more than three out of four 
areas. The biggest increase in 
sales volume shows up in mid- 
dle price homes ($12,000 to 
$20,000), 

Homes Since 1950. 

The survey shows an active 
market with strong prices for 
existing . homes built since 
1950, particularly houses cost- 
ing from $12,000 to $20,000. 

Across the country, prices of 
these homes remain about the 
Same as a year ago for the 
$12,000 to $20,000 bracket in 
47 per cent of the cities, higher 
in 38 per cent, and lower in 15 
per cent. Prices in the lower 
category (under $12,000) are 
unchanged in 48 per cent of 
the areas, higher in 35 per 
cent, and lower in 17 per cent.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29— 
Senator Stuart Symington be- 


gan sniffing California’s politi- 
cal air yesterday, The Missouri 
Democrat plans to be at it for 
six days, following a tight 
schedule that will take him 
from Sacramento almost to the 
Mexican. border. 

Symington followed other | 
potential Democratic nominees 
for President — Senator John 
F. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
and Senator Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota—into the state for 
a first-hand look at the 1960 
prospects. 

He abserted, however, th: t he 
had no plans to enter the p esi- 
dential primary next year in 
California or any other state. 

The Senator started his vi: it 
with a talk to the Democrat's 
luncheon club. Nearly 300 at- 
tended. He was. applauded | 
twice. 

The first applause came when 
he demanded that the Admin- 
istration -“‘let policy establish 
events instead of letting events 
establish our policy.” The sec- 
ond applause* came when he 
said: 
‘Our Problem Is Simple.’ 

“Our problem is very sim- 
ple: What we want more than 
anything else in the world is a 
just and lasting peace.” 

Symington attacked Secre- 
tary Ezra Taft Benson’s admin- 
istration of the Department of 
Agriculture, saying Benson had 
“spent more money than all 
of the previous Secretaries of 
Agriculture in the history of 
the United States.” He chided 
the Eisenhower Administration 
for saying it planned a ‘“‘busi- 
ness administration” but “not 
saying who was going to get. 
the business.” 

Symington noted he had been 
in California a number of 
times before, in the interest 
of the Democratic party or of 
other candidates. He told the | 
audience however, that this 
time “I’m on my own, you! 
might say and I’m a little 
nervous about it.” 

Brooks Berlin, a San Fran- | 
cisco lawyer who heads the 
club, introduced the Senator 
as “the leading voice in the 
Senate in pleading for peace 
through strength.” 

“A Fine Sypeech.” 

Many leading California 
Democrats attended the lunch- 


eon. Some shook Symington’s | 
hand, telling him it was “a 
fine speech” or “you're my | 


candidate.” Few party work- | 
ers of stature appeared to think 
he would risk entering the 
California presidential primary 
next year. Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown at this juncture is ex- | 
pected to head the California | 
delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention’ without 
opposition in the primary.

Symington went to Sacra- 
mento from San Francisco for 
a joint press conference with 
Brown and a talk before the 
Legislature and then returned 
to San Francisco for a lunch- 
eon speech today before the 
Commonwealth Club. 

At the press conference, 
Symington brushed aside a 
question on whether he would 
accept a draft for vice presi- 
dent. 

“T haven’t thought about it,” 
said. 

He and Brown drove to Oak- 
land last night to attend a tes- 
timonial dinner for State As- 
semblyman Byron Rumford, 
then returned to spend the 
night at the executive mansion.

Having just come 
from Geneva, this reporter was 
asked by high and low how he 
thought the conference would 
turn out. The stock reply was 
that Khrushchev did not seem 
likely to fight a war for Berlin; 
that President Eisenhower was 
certainly ready to fight rather 
than abandon Berlin; and that 
a moderate accommodation 
therefore seemed likely. This 
simple statement was usually 
greeted with total incredulity. 

Officials’ Reaction. 

The weakened old Hungarian 
foreign minister, Cik, all but 
burst into open laughter at the 
suggestion that the President 
was sincere about “not giving 
an :inch.” The giant, just re- 
tiring Soviet ambassador, Gro- 
mov (whom the Hungarians re- 
fer to as “Pogromov’’), was 
grinningly superior. Another 
Soviet bloc diplomat, who was 
alarmed rather than incredu- 
lous, burst out with the almost 
angry question: 

“If your President means 
what he has said, why does he 
not behave as though he meant 
it?” 

Maybe the same _ doubts 
about President Eisenhower's 
purposes do not exist at higher 
levels, in the minds of An- 
drei Gromyko and Nikita 
Khrushchev. The chance con- 
tacts of a wandering corres- 

ondent, even if they are con- 
tacts with puppet foreign min- 
%sters and Soviet ambassadors, 
lare not decisive evidence that 
the President is regarded as 
la faker in the grim recesses 
of the Kremlin. But what this 
lreporter saw and heard in 
Budapest was at least enough 
to prove that the Kremlin may 
think the President is faking. 
And even if there is only one 
chance in five or one chance 
in ten that the Kremlin is 
making this misjudgment, it 
is a very grave matter indeed. 

Boredom at Home. 

Back home, people are re- 
ported to be bored by the 
Berlin crisis and the Geneva 
conference. Khrushchev bran- 


dishes his H-bombs and threat- 
ens to take independent ac- 
tion at Berlin on an average 
of about once a week. But the 
President does not seem to 
take Khrushchev seriously; so 
nobody else takes him seriously 
either. Unfortunately, it is just 
this way of not seeming to

In this easy but uncertain 
interval, the foregoing thoughts 
are like crumbs in the bed of 
, the mind. Gromyko’s demeanor 

to date has pretty well con- 
vinced the wisest Western 
| analysts that Khrushchev does 
'not intend to push the Berlin 
crisis to extremes. For what 
little that is worth, this report- 
er is also convinced that 
Khrushchev does not mean to 
risk a war for Berlin. The 
Budapest evidence on Khrush- 
chev’s intentions was as en- 
couraging as the Budapest 
opinion of the President’s in- 
tentions was discouraging. 

But what if the appearance 
of Western complacency, the 
absence of all Western military 
preparations, the failure even 
to disturb the Western de- 
pendents in Berlin, all combine 
to persuade Khrushchev that 
he can go pretty far without 
any real risk of war over Ber- 
lin? It is an anxious question, 
and it will remain an anxious 
question, at least: until Andrei 
Gromyko, in his own gond ti~me.

Yet that is what Lewis L. Strauss 
is doing as the day approaches when his 
controversial nomination as Secretary of 
Commerce goes before a divided Senate. 

Why did Strauss seek a private meeting 
with Senator Neuberger and spend an hour 
closeted with the Oregon Democrat? What 


did he have to confide that he left unsaid.in . 


the exhaustive public hearings before the 
Senate Commerce Committee? Neuberger re- 
ports only that the former Atomic Energy 
Commission chairman offered to answer any 
questions and did not ask for his vote. 

The disclosure of the Neuberger visit fol- 
lows reports that Strauss has approached other 
Senators and that he has effected an informal 
quid pro quo with Senators from textile states. 
The New York Journal of Commerce asserts 
Strauss is “banking heavily” on the support 
of these Eagtern and Southern Senators and 
that they in turn look hopefully to him for 
help in cutting down textile imports that com- 
pete with domestic products. 

If Strauss is moving toward a protectionist 
position in an effort to assure his confirma- 
tion, it is another reason why he is unfitted 
for the Cabinet post. His Assistant Secretary 
for International Affairs, Henry Kearns, has 
done an excellent job in promoting Adminis- 
tration policies on freer international trade, 
and has been particularly interested in finding 
an equitable solution to the problem of Japa- 
nese textile imports. The question arises 
whether Strauss is undercutting Administra- 
tion foreign trade policy and his own assistant 
in his search for votes. 

Support for the view that he is may be 
found in a report in the Daily News Record, 
a textile trade publication, that Mr. Eisen- 
hower has authorized a new inter-agency 
committee on textile problems, “overruling 
State Department objections.” A Commerce 
Department official said committee industry 
advisers would be named after “consultations 
with Senator Pastore and others.” 


Two of the three Democrats on the Com- 
merce Committee who lined up for Strauss 
in the nine-to-eight vote of approval were 
Senators from textile states — Pastore of 
Rhode Island and Thurmond of South Carolina. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s earlier Secretary of Com- 
merce, Sinclair Weeks, came to believe in 
lower trade barriers. So did his Under Secre- 
tary, Walter Williams. Williams’s successor 
is Frederick H. Mueller, who has been an 
ardent high tariff spokesman. It would be 
unfortunate indeed if the price of Strauss’s 
confirmation was a setback in the Adminis- 
tration’s hard-won gains in the field of liberal 
trade policies. 


Mcke Them Public 


The right of petition, which is one of the 
oldest of rights, has just been resorted to by 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors. 
Speaking through its president, J. Russell 
Wiggins, executive editor of The Washington 
Post and author of “Freedom or Secrecy,” the 
A.S.N.E. has filed petitions in both branches 
of Congress for full disclosure of congression- 
al payrolls and expenses. | 

There can be no question of the propriety 
as well as the reasonableness of this re- 
quest. Members of Congress are doing the 
people’s business. Moreover they are doing 
it with the people’s mqney, collected in taxes. 
Senator Dirksen, Republican leader, and many 
other Senators overlook the most basic of con- 
siderations when they argue that payrolls and 
related expenditures should be kept secret. 

Many instances of offensive nepotism have 
come to light on Capitol Hill since the meet- 
ing of the new Congress. But not all the 
gougers have been freshmen members, elected 
last year. Some well-established Senators have 
put their sons or daughters through college 
by means of federal pay collected for “as- 
sistantships” and “clerkships.” 

If this practice is all right, no member of 
Congress should object to being identified 
with it. If it is wrong, no member should 
countenance it. Let congressional payrolls 
and expense sheets be made public regularly 
as a matter of fair practice. 


Appreciation in De Soto 


A pleasant story of goodwill in industry- 
community relations. has just been made pub- 
lic by Gov. Blair. The community is progres- 
sive De Soto, in Jefferson county, at the edge 
of the Ozarks. The company is Stubnitz- 
Greene, Inc., a manufacturing concern. Forced 
to leave De Soto because of transportation 
problems, the company has donated its 25,000- 
square-foot fireproof building to the De Soto 
Public Library. The Governor said the build- 
ing could have been sold for $75,000 or more, 
but the company appreciated “the working 
conditions in De Soto and the way the com- 
munity treated the company.” Many large cor- 
porations make a practice of generous contri- 
butions to worthwhile projects and causes. 
Smaller companies can help in their own way, 
as the De Soto Public Library has just found 
out. 


Beauty in the Block 


One of the delights of the reasonably in- 
quisitive visitor in London comes when he 
turns from a traffic-teeming street into a nar- 
row passage and suddenly discovers a tranquil 
square of lawn and trees. The Inns of Court 
are but the most famous example of this way 
of utilizing the core of a block to make life 
more agreeable in the metropolis. 

The private streets of the St. Louis West 
End are a variant of this arrangement. They 
also accommodate limited traffic, chiefly the 
cars of the householders and service vehicles. 
Perhaps that is why other West End residents 
have from time to time contemplated the 
transformation of some of their streets. 
Why not have a quiet mall in front of the 
house, and relegate traffic to the alley? 

John M. Poland of the City Plan Commis- 
sion again has suggested this idea to the West 
End Community Conference. As an alterna- 
tive, he suggests that alleys might be made 
into pedestrian “greenways” or safe, traffic- 
free playgrounds. This would be even easier 
although it would shift rubbish collection and 
other services to the street. But that effort 
and the relatively slight cost of remodelling a 
garage or removing a less than attractive 
fence here and there would be repaid in 
beauty and pleasure. A walk through a now 
dreary alley would become a stroll along 
charming gardens. Where neighbors are will- 
ing to make some common use of property, 
swimming pools, tennis courts and the like

onkeys’ Ride 

All hail to Able and Baker, who have re- 
turned safely from a 1500-mile space ride in 
the nose cone of an Army ballistic missile! En- 
cased in the most complex machinery that 
science has yet devised, blasted up into a 
realm where they were at the mercy of the 
vast uncontrollable forces of the cosmos, they 
carried out their mission. 

Ten years ago the idea of two monkeys sur- 
viving such a trip would have been classified 
as foolishness. Yet today Able and Baker 
have traveled at speeds of up to 10,000 miles 
an hour and ascended 300 miles above the 
earth. Here is strong encouragement for the 
belief that before many more months man 
will make a somewhat similar trip of longer 
duration. What was learned from the tele- 
metered instruments attached to the two 
small monkeys should be of value in gauging 
the physiological reactions to be expected 
when the first of the seven Mercury Astro- 
nauts goes out into space. 

There probably will be more monkey space 
travelers to succeed the 7-pound Able and 1- 
pound Baker. Scientists need to know all 
they can about the hazards of space travel. 
What of the effects on man of cosmic radia- 
tion? Of tossing about in a weightless state? 
Of being blasted skyward at terrific speed? 

Not since the Middle Ages have the skies 
been so eagerly scanned for portents. So it 
requires little stretching of the imagination 
to see Able and Baker followed shortly by 
man into outer space. The ancient boundaries 
that held man back are giving way as the 
foundations. of a new life appear faintly on 
the horizon.

For Six Lanes 


We hope the Board of Aldermen will act 
promptly on a bill authorizing the city’s co- 
operation in widening the Express Highway. 

Alderman Joseph P. Roddy, chairman of 
the Streets Committee, wants to wait on 
widening the highway to six lanes until the 


state discovers whether the present four lanes - 


are inadequate. But state Highway Depart- 
ment studies long ago showed that the high- 
way would become inadequate and it has al- 
ready become so during rush hours. 

If the aldermen fail to act in this session, 
the state will have to delay six months in buy- 
ing right of way, or however long it may be 
before the aldermen do act. The property 
owners along the right of way cannot make 
plans to move until the state is assured of 
city assistance in buying their property. Thus 
the whole project is now stalled. 

It is unfortunate that the widening from 
Tamm avenue to Boyle will take a 75-foot 
strip of Forest Park, and the Post-Dispatch 
regrets it as much as anybody. We have be- 
come convinced, however, that today there is 
no alternative to using the park land short of 
an expensive and impractical relocation of the 
whole Daniel Boone route. The widening 
which is now necessary is a consequence of 
the original decision to build a highway in 
the park and the failure to agree on an alter- 
native route for the Boone expressway. These 
actions cannot be recalled and they will have 
to be faced up to. 

If Alderman Roddy will remove his road- 
block, work on a needed expressway can 
proceed. 


Setback for ‘Happy’ Chandler 

In Kentucky, where hard-fought primaries 
are the rule rather than the exception, the 
Democratic party has just had one of its 
toughest battles. Gov. A. B. (Happy) Chand- 
ler enjoys presidential ambitions, but he can- 
not succeed himself in the Executive Mansion 
at Frankfort. So he went all-out to persuade 
Kentuckians to nominate his man, Lt. Gov. 
Harry Lee Waterfield, and thus enable him to 
control the votes of the Kentucky delegates 
to the Democratic Convention next year. 

The voters of the state of Henry Clay were 
unconvinced. They turned down Lt. Gov. 
Waterfield and nominated Bert Combs by a 
majority of more than 25,000. Mr. Combs’s 
running-mate, former Housing Administrator 
Wilson W. Wyatt, was nominated for Lieuten- 
ant Governor by the topheavy ratio of 4 to 1. 
Inside Kentucky a chief gainer was the anti- 
Chandler leader, former Senator Earle C., 
Clements, a Lyndon Johnson friend, who 
backed both Combs and Wyatt. 

It is hard to,see now how Gov. Chandler 
can be a factor of any consequence at the 
1960 convention. If he helps the Republican 
nominee, former Congressman John Robsion 
Jr., in November, he will have even less stand- 
ing among Democrats than he has now. When 
he was Governor before, he brashly arranged 
for his own appointment to the Senate. In 
this term he has gone so far as to push the 
spoils system into the staffing of the state 
training school for delinquents. He has put 
the lug on state welfare workers. No one 
outside Kentucky will weep at the Chandler 
decline and judging by the returns the grief 
within the Bluegrass state is,under adequate 
control. 


Threat to the Nation’s Water 

The threat that 29 Missouri sewage-treat- 
ment. projects may be adversely affected by 
lack of federal-aid funds brings home a na- 
tional problem in terms of our own local 
communities. Until two years ago, cities and 
towns throughout the nation were lethargic 
toward the dangerously mounting pollution 
of the streams into which they dumped un- 
treated sewage and garbage. A push was 
needed to get them off dead center. 

Then a bill offering a measure of federal 
aid was enacted. By general agreement it 
was a bare minimum. But that bare minimum 
attracted five dollars in local matching funds 
for every federal dollar expended, and pro- 
duced the greatest waste-treatment construc- 
tion program in the nation’s history. Spon- 
sors of the legislation, encouraged by this 
gratifying success, introduced measures to in- 
crease and broaden the federal aid. 

President Eisenhower, to the contrary, 
wanted to drop the federal aid altogether, 
and, against the opinion of Public Health of- 
ficials that the program should be doubled, 
finally compromised by proposing to cut it 
somewhat more than half. The House has 
raised the ante to the former sum of $45,000,- 
000 a year. |

His Daily Visit, by Buggy or Horseback, Spelled Adventure for Farm Families

JEFFERSON CITY. 

In the hinterland, for many years, 
the rural mail carrier was the only 
connecting link between isolated 
rural families and the outside world. 
This was especially true during the 
months between November and 
April, when roads were most diffi- 
cult to travel. 

During this period, the coming of 
the mail was almost the only event 
which broke the even monotony of

But for everybody the period be- 
fore the coming of the mail was 
one of enjoyable suspense, even 
though nothing in particular was ex- 
pected, because nobody knew what 
he might get. This was a sort of emo- 
tional lottery with a daily drawing. 


For some people, however, this 
element of uncertainty was consider- 
ably reduced by reason of the fact 
that they subscribed to newspapers 
and magazines which regularly ar- 
rived on certain days of each week

And the son, lying on his stomach 
on the floor, kicking his feet in sheer 
ecstasy, was away in the State of 
Maine, hunting and fishing, sailing 
the rivers, engaged in wholly de- 
lightful pursuits, under the skilled 
guidance of Charles Asbury Stevens, 
a vastly entertaining writer of stories 
for boys. 

In this way rural life was greatly 
enlarged, cheered, and - brightened 
for young and old. Ambition was 
nurtured; hope for better things was 
raised, spirits were lifted, And with- 
out the rural mail carrier none of it 
would have been possible. 

To him, farm families of that 
period owe a great meed of grati- 
tude. He was, in a very real sense, 
the most immediate and obvious hero 
of his time. Usually he was a young 
man.from a farm or a small town. 

Kirk Turner, the carrier for some 
twenty years on Route 2 out of 
Carrollton, was perhaps typical. He

Ship-Wreck Historians 


For a number of years, the Links 
have been interested in the explora- 
tion of the undersea world, mainly 
for historical reasons. They have 
traced with the help of old docu- 
ments the course of ships which met 
with disaster on the coral reefs in the 
— Keys and the Bahama Is- 
ands. 


Their boat, Sea Diver, a _ 61- 
foot shrimp trawler, was equipped 
with the latest devices to make the 
task easier. It nevertheless remains 
a formidable task. Over the years, 
the Links have found and raised 
cannon, anchors and similar left- 
overs from shipwrecks. 

All of these finds were interesting 
enough to be given a resting place in 
the Smithsonian Institute or some 
other museum, but one cannot say 
that they have advanced historical 
knowledge in any respect. One anchor 
they found in Haiti waters is be- 
lieved to be from the wreck of the 
Santa Maria, Columbus’s flagship, 
but there is of course no way of 
proving this theory. | 

In their travels, the Links also 
have endeavored to trace the route 
taken by Columbus. Through pains- 
taking research they come to the 
conclusion that Columbus landed 
first at Caicos, from where he pro- 


was amiable, friendly, not possessed 
of any very burning ambition or in 
dustry. His route was nearly 25 mile: 
in length, and this he traveled six 
days a week in an open cart drawn 
by one horse. If the mud was toc 
deep for a cart, he rode horseback 

This he did through the searin; 
heat of summer, the intense cold and 
fierce blizzards of winter, in pourin;s 
rain, in the bottomless mud, through 
the choking dust, or over the frozen 
ruts, as the case 
might be and the 
season provided. 
But the weather 
never deterred 
him or his fellow 
carriers. They had 
a great pride in 
their profession, 
and the mail, 
however _ trivial, 
had to go out. 

Most of these 
men, through longs 
association, became the intimate 
friends of all their patrons, They 
were rarely in a hurry, and were al- 
ways perfectly willing to stop and 
talk to all and sundry. They brought 
news of the doings of all the people 
along their route, and willingly car- 
ried. parcels from one neighbor to 
another in bland defiance of postal 
regulations to the contrary. 

Their appreciative patrons reeipro- 
cated by frequently putting in their 
mail boxes, before the carrier ar- 
rived, sandwiches, pie, or cake. Cer- 
tainly never before or since have 
relations between representatives of 
the government and the people been 
as cordial, easy, and informal. 


Today the rural mail carrier whirls 
around his route in a car and all, or 
nearly all, of the road he travels is 
hard-surfaced. He is a business man 
doing his job, and the coming of 
the mail has largely lost its glamour. 
Rural isolation is a thing long gone. 

No one now would return to the 
old, primitive days. But one who has 
not had the daily adventure of wait- 
ing for the mail has missed some- 
thing that nothing in our modern life 
can quite replace.

WASHINGTON.

Second-Class France. 


For him this is a very dif- 
ficult thing to swallow, par- 
ticularly this time when the 
German voters are being 
pared for the fateful election 
of 1961. Moreover, Dr. Ade- 
nauer knows that if there is an 
agreement about Berlin the 
tension will be lowered and 
something may come of all the 
talk about limiting armaments 
in the center of Europe.

Of all the powers engaged at 
Geneva, of all the powers 
which will be at the summit 
meeting later on, only France 
does not have nuclear weapons. 

The British have produced 
nuclear. weapons for the 
avowed reason that they are 
the hallmark of a first class 
power. We can understand 
Gen. De Gaulle’s distaste for 
Geneva and for the summit 
and for anything else that 
might put the nuclear powers 
in one class and France in 
another. 


Insider or Outsider? 


I am aware of the arguments 
against including France 
among the nuclear powers. 
One of them is that if we in- 
clude France, which does not 
yet have a nuclear weapon of 
its own, how can the Soviet 
Union fail to include China?

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RSE OF PREVENT 
SURGERY DESCRIBED 


Leo Loeb Lecturer Says 
Mathematical Method Aids 
in Some Decisions. 


The great drop in deaths in 
surgical operations in the last 
few decades has tipped the 


scales in favor of preventive 
surgery when a condition might 
develop into cancer later, Dr. 
Jonathan Rhoads of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania said 
here yesterday, 

Dr. Rhoads, professor of sur- 
gery and surgical research, de- 
scribed at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine a 
mathematical method for help- 
ing to determine,.in question- 
able cases whether a preven- 
tive operation should be under- 
taken. 

He delivered the twenty- 
fourth annual Leo Loeb lecture 
sponsored by Mu chapter of 
Phi Beta Pi medical fraternity. 
The lecture honors Dr. Loeb, 
professor emeritus of patholo- 
gy at the medical school. 

Dr.~Rhoads said the “ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure” truism had many ap-

plications in surgery. It is ap- 
plicable increasingly, he said, 
to treatment of certain benign 
conditions that may later be- 
come cancerous. 


“We think immediately of 
such things as moles on the 
surface of the skin, lumps in 
the breast, polyps in the large 
intestine or in the stomach, and 
similar examples ef what may 
loosely be called precancerous 
conditions,” he said. 

“For many of these, common 
sense tells us that removal 
should be carried out without 
waiting to determine whether 
the condition Mas taken on 
malignant characteristics. 


“In other circumstances, 
however, such a decision may 
involve a rather extensive op- 
eration attended by much dis- 
comfort, considerable expense 
and some risk of dying of the 
operation or some complication 
stemming from it.” 


To illustrate the growing di- 
mensions of the problem. Dr. 
Rhoads cited experience at the 
Hospital of the University of 
Pennsylvania. He said the pro- 
portion of preventive opera- 
tions, as contrasted with cura- 
tive, had mounted from 13 per 
cent in 1935 to more than 30 
per cent in 1955. 

Dr. Rhodes said the collec- 
tion of information on succes- 
sive cases was of great impor- 
tance in getting an analytical 
basis for supplementing com- 
mon sense in deciding whether 
to go ahead and operate in a 
specific case. 

Factors to be considered, he 
said, include the frequency 
with which cancer develops in 

a specific type of disorder, the 
operative mortality rate for pa- 
tients who undergo surgerv be- 
fore cancer develops, and the 
frequency with which patients 
who have the suspect condition 
have to undergo surgery any- 

wav, for other reasons. 

Comparison is made, it was 
added, of five-year survival 
rates in patients who have pre- 
ventive operations and do turn 
out to have cencer, and the 
rates for patients who undergo 
surgery later. 

Dr. Rhoads said the system 
made it possible to single out 
with greater assurance those 
patients who stood to gain by 
preventive surgery. 

Also emphasized by the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania study, 
he said, are the importance of 
safety factors, and what might 
be called “quality control” in 
successful preventive surgery.

Red China 
Wins Point 
In Olympics 


MUNICH, Germany, May 29 
(UPI) — An Olympic official 
predicted today that another 
controversy may arise when 
the Chinese Reds apply for re- 
admission to the International 
Olympic Committee. 

I.0.C. Chancellor Otto Mayer 
of Switzerland said he expects 
the Reds to make their request 
conditional on a promise that 
the Chinese Nationalists be 
barred forever. 

The I.0.C., bowing to arene 
Communist pressure, kicke 
the Nationalists out of the 
Olympic bedy yesterday and, 
in effect, invited the Chinese 
Reds to join it. 

Nationalist China was ex- 
pelled on grounds that it did 
not control “sports in the 
entire country of China.” How- 
ever, the Nationalists were 
‘advised they may apply for 
re-admission at a later date as 
the representatives of “Taiwan” 
(Formosa). 

“Nationalist China officials 
will certainly refuse to be rep- 
resentatives of Taiwan,” Mayer 
predicted. 

Yesterday’s. decision by the 
top authority in amateur sports 
opened the way to the first- 
ever participation of the Chi- 
nese Reds in the Olympic 
Games, 

Having yet to apply for 
membership, it is unlikely that 
the Reds will take part in next 
year’s Olympics. But they will 
probably invade the 1964 
games, which the J.0.C. award- 
ed to Tokyo two days ago.

SANDWICH, England, May 

(UPI)}—Bill Hyndman of 
Abington, Pa., ousted Lieut. 
Bob Magee of Newton High- 
lands, Mass., in a bitterly-con- 
tested, extra hole match today 
in the British Amateur golf 
championship and joined 
Deane Beman of Bethesda, Md., 
in the first all-U.S. final since 
1952. 

Magee, cigar-smoking, wise- 
cracking surprise of the tour- 
nament, was two down with 
only three holes to play in his 
36-hole semifinal with Hynd- 
man. The Army officer then 
dropped putts of 20 and 45 
feet to send the match into ex- 
tra holes. Hyndman, the tour- 
nament favorite, finally won 
on the 38th. 

Beman, a 21-year-old Walk- 
er Cupper, assured the all- 
American final when he de- 
feated Guy Wolstenholme, the 
English champion, 5 and 4, in 
the other semi-final. 

Hyndman and Beman will 
clash tomorrow at 36 holes for 
the title. It will be the first 
All-American title round since 
Harvie Ward of San Francisco 
defeated Frank Stranahan of 
Toledo, O., in the 1952 final. 

Beman, a junior at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, made cer- 
tain a Yank would win the 
title for the seventh time since 
World War II. But it was the 
Hyndman-Magee battle that 
thrilled the gallery on the 
bunker - pitted Royal St. 
George’s course. 

Hyndman fired a 32 this 
morning — the hottest front 
nine shot in the tournament 
until Beman duplicated it after 
lunch.

Hynd- 
man’s second shot stopped 30 
feet from the flag. He putted 
dead to the pin and got the 
four he needed to enter the 
final. 

“I know I’ve been In a game 
today. I never had such a bat- 
tle,” Hyndman said.

Changed 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 
29 (UPI) — Speedway drivers 
get a final word of caution to- 
day in the last preliminary be- 
fore tomorrow's forty-third an- 
nual 500-mile race in an effort 
to prevent the chase from add- 
ing a fifty-first victim to the 
track fatality list. 


There will be no cars run- 
ning on the two and one-half 
mile oval track today and all 
drivers with their pit crews 
must show up at an afternoon 
lecture on racing rules from 
Chief Steward Harlan Fengler. 

Féengler said he’d be stiffer 
than ever in his annual lecture 
to warn the pilots that driving 
regulations would be strictly 
enforced and that violations 
might cost victory, which would 
mean about half of the total 
purse of a record $300,000 plus. 

Last Year's Debacle. 

Particularly he’ll warn against 
tricks on the pace lap and the 
first lap of the race to prevent 
any repetition of last year’s 
debacle in which the first three 
cars made one more pace lap 
than the rest of the field and 
barely got into position when 
the race began. The mistake 
was blamed partially in some 
quarters for the first-lap crack- 
up, involving 15 cars, in which 
Pat O’Connor was killed. 

The chances were against an- 
other mixup since last year’s 
starting formula was dropped 
and this time the 11 rows of 
three cars each will make a 
parade lap in their proper 
alignment and then will turn 
the pace lap behind the pace 
car before the race begins.. 

Final Sweeping. 

Other than the drivers’ meet- 
ing, there was no activity 
scheduled on the track, Instead 
the asphalt and brick surface 
was slated for a final sweeping 
down to eliminate all debris 
that might interfere with the 
near 200-mile-per-hour speeds 
some pilots will hit on the 
long stretches, and pit crews 
might get brief warmups on 
procedures. 

More than half of the field, 
18 of the 33 drivers, believed 
they would have to set a rec- 
ord to win, and barring bad 
weather or a rash of accidents 
to bring out the yellow caution 
light and slow the pace, there 
was a good chance for a new 
mark. 

Sam Hanks, now director of 
racing at the track, set the rec- 
ord of 135.601 miles per hour 
two years ago and this year’s 
pilots anticipated mostly a win- 
ning pace of more than 136 
miles per hour. None expected 
the winner to be clocked at 
less than 134.5. 

Weather Favorable. 

The weather outlook was fa- 
vorable, although the tempera- 
ture might soar into the high 
80s before the finish. Though 
showers were expected, fore- 
casters anticipated they would 
hold off until after the race, 
and clouds were expected to 
cut the heat from the sun on 
the pilots. 

The heat could cost the 
speedsters time since it would 


most of the drivers anticipated 
making four pit stops to be 
sure of good rubber. Never be- 
fore had a winner made more 
than three pit stops in the 
event. 

The usual crowd of an esti- 
mated 175,000 fans was expect- 
ed and many of the general 
admission fans already were 
lined up outside the track 
gates.

His Sweet Music Still Pays Off at the Bank and Only Sour Note Is Entertainment Tax By 


GUY LOMBARDO . .. His co-stars of a bygone era have fallen victims to time, television

GUY LOMBARDO looked 
over his shoulder at the era 
he had left behind. 


A glittering time it was, and 
its stars were bright. Isham 
Jones . .« Ben Bernie... 
Henry Busse , . . Coon-Sand- 
ers... the names came easily 
to mind. 

But they belong to yester- 
day, to the era of touring name 
bands, of dancers crowding 
night clubs and restaurants 
and hotel dining rooms, the 
era of the one-two beat and 
the foxtrot and dreamy waltzes 
and syrupy ballads. 

Lombardo is gone of the few 
who has stayed out in front. 
His co-stars have fallen victim 
to the three-headed dragon of 
time, television and taxes. Bit- 
terly, Guy blames the third 
most of all. 

The dark-haired Canadian, 
who slowed America’s dancing 
feet to a walk and sweetened 
the air waves with sugar, 
paused in his nostalgic look- 
ing-back long enough to make 
a political speech. His eyes 
narrowed and his face dark- 
ened. 

“The 20 per cent entertain- 
ment tax is the most unfair 
thing that ever happened. It 
was the biggest blow of all 
to live entertainment. It made 
admission so expensive that it 
closed up the rooms.

THE MATTER OF HELP- 
ING a child to learn to share 
his toys, his friends, his fun, 
whatever, has more to it than 
appears on the surface.

The tax man is one of 
a staff almost as large as. the 
orchestra itself which runs 
the Lombardo career. 

The Royal Canadians now 
have grown to 16, with seven 
of the original nine still play- 
ing, and a generous assortment 
of Lombardos among the per- 
sonnel. Guy, Carmen, Vincent, 
Liebert and their brother-in- 
law, singer Kenny Gardner, 
are with the band. The young- 
er sister, Rose Marie, formerly 
was vocalist, but Kenny’s wife, 
Elaine, and the baby brother, 
Joseph—now an art and an- 
tiques dealer in New York— 
chose not to join. 

They would have been wel- 
come. For the Lombardo clan 
is close and Papa Lombardo, 
who is said to have sought out 
a voice teacher within hours of 
arriving in London, Ontario, 
from Italy, saw to it that all 
learned and loved music. There 


‘were times of misgivings for 


the senior Lombardo, but he 
lived through many years of 
his sons’ musical success. Once 
he urged them to give up and 
come home, and another time 


he raised stern, disapproving 
brows when Guy and Carmen 
ordered one of those new- 
fangled instruments, a saxo- 
phone, to give their music a 
new dimension. 

The boys—Guy, now 56, is 
the eldest—started with a high 
school combo in London, On- 
tario. Soon, they began play- 
ing for local parties. Inspired 
by the symphonic strains of 
Paul Whiteman’s music, Guy 
brought together all the boys 
in town who could play a mu- 
sical instrument and they got 
a job in a London dance hall. 

From there, in the mid-20s, 
they made their artistic as- 
sault on the United States, 
landing in Cleveland with an 
impressive band name, “Guy 
Lombardo and His Royal Ca- 
nadians,” but without a budget 
to match. By scrimping on ho- 
tel bills and eating light, they 
managed to stay comparatively 
solvent until a vaudeville en- 
gagement took them to Detroit. 

“My dad met us in Detroit 
and said, ‘Well, boys, are you 
ready to give up and come 
home?’ I told him yes, but 
we'd have to finish out the 
engagement. But then, out of 
the blue, came a telegram from 
a man in Cleveland offering us 
another job.” 

So it was back to Ohio and 
to one of the smart decisions 
which mark Guy as an astute 
business man. The band went 
on the radio. 

“They didn’t pay us any- 
thing, but we played from 6 
to 7 every night. Other band 
leaders thought we were crazy. 
That’s when we would all 
crowd into one taxi and get 
out to this factory at the end 
of town where we played. 
There weren’t any wires those 
days into the restaurant.” 

But the radio audience lis- 
tened and the Lombardo fame 
grew. Then came _ recording 
dates and the boys were over 
the hump. They made a smash 
hit in Chicago, and on the

Suspense in the Desert 

ALTHOUGH “THE TRAP,” at the FOX THEATER, 
has a Western locale, with some imposing shots of the bar- 
ren, sun-scorched Southern California desert, it is essen- 
tially a suspense melodrama, and a good one. 

Tow producmg - writtng - diresting team 
of Meivin Franx and Norman Paama tell 
a simple action story, but keep it lean 
ahd taut, always moving, and full of ten- 
sion and menace, with one Hitchcock-like 
surprise. 

Richard Widmark, as an unwilling at- 
torney for a crime syndicate, drives to 
the desert town where his father is sheriff and persuades 
him, to save Dick’s own life, to look the other way when 
the head of the syndicate uses the local airport to escape 
by airplane to Mexico. The gang czar (Lee J. Cobb) has all 
roads blocked off by his efficient organization and the tele- 
Phone lines cut so no help can bé summoned from outside 


(hole in the plot: why didn’t the sheriff’s car have radio?). ° 


But Dick’s weakling alcoholic brother (Earl Holliman) who 
is a deputy sheriff, upsets the apple cart by trying to grab 
the gangster for the $15,000 reward. The sheriff is killed 
and several of the gangsters are mowed down: Cobb is 
captured, but the problem then is to get him to a larger 
town 40 miles away before his gunmen close in and rescue 
him, As one inducement to surrender him, Holliman’s wife 
(Tina Louise) is kidnaped. 

Widmark gives his role all the facets of seething fury, 
boiling violence and glaring disgust which he can churn up 
so well. Cobb has sardonic authority as the gang czar, and 
Holliman is convincing as the brother. Miss Louise hasn’t 
become an actress yet, though she tries, but she perspires 
beautifully. 

The co-feature, “NEVER STEAL ANYTHING SMALL,” 
is a dud. Adapted by director Charles Lederer from a play, 
unproduced on Broadway, by Maxwell Anderson and Rou- 
ben Mamoulian, called “The Devil’s Hornpipe,” it tries to 
make a snappy musical comedy out of a waterfront labor 
rackets situation and a lovable rogue out of a racketeer 
who is as heelish as they come (it is dedicated to the 
“merry” lads in the labor rackets—I can imagine them 
laughing uproariously every time they split a skull). 

James Cagney plays this role with all his tough charm, 
but it gets a little thick when he tries to steal the pretty 
wife (Shirley Jones) of a young attorney (Roger Smith), 
first breaking up the home by having a girl friend (Cara 
Williams) séduce the young husband, then framing the 
young man for the theft of a crateload of watches dropped 
by an unloading crane. That Cagney finally gives up and 
admits his own guilt when he sees Shirley still adores her 
husband still fails to make Jimmy lovable in my book. The 
musical originally had 21 songs. These have been cut to 
five, and the bridging over the holes where the songs had 
been is often awkward. Of the songs left, “I’m Sorry—lI 
Want a Ferrari,” is a good number. 


Young Man on the Way Up 

“THE YOUNG PHILADELPHIANS,” at the ST. LOUIS 
is one of those social-strata stories, like some of the novels 
of John P. Marquand, about how hard it is to get into the 
top layer of society and wealth. This one, which James 
Gunn has adapted from the novel, “The 
Philadelphian,” by. Richard Powell, heaps 
scorn on Philadelphia Main Line society 
and shows up some of the rottenness and 
hypocrisy behind the elegant facade, I 
can tell you. 

Paul Newman tries to ride up the Main 
Line by all sorts of devices. Ostensibly 
the son of a wealthy blue-blood who was killed in an auto 
crash on his wedding night, the hero is really the offspring 
of an Irish politician to whom his mother fled for comfort 
after her husband proved impotent. Paul, though his moth- 
er is poor, manages to go to Princeton. He is sincere at 
first and wants to marry Barbara Rush, daughter of a 
wealthy and powerful attorney (John Williams). The attor- 
ney tricks the young couple, into a quarrel by offering to 
buy off the poor young man. From then on, Paul is bitter 
and ruthless. 

With his eye on the main chance, he refuses to have an 
affair with the yearning wife (Alexis Smith) of another 
powerful attorney (Otto Kruger) thus earning the attor- 
ney’s gratitude and a good job in his law firm. He gets in 
the money by becoming a tax expert and stealing wealthy 
clients away from other firms. But when he defends a 
down-and-out friend on a murder charge in a case which 
he can win by rattling a raft of Philadelphian family skele- 
tons, he is threatened with a counter-attack on his mother 
by exposure of his illegitimacy, and has to take a good look 
at himself. Will he double-cross his friend, or shame his 
mother? Answer: he dodges the issue, in a courtroom 
scene which seems quite unconvincing. 

The picture is interesting, but these fluctuations in the 
character of the young man leave him lacking definition, 
and he is played rather uncertainly by Newman, usually an 
incisive actor. The climax, to bring him into some sort of 
moral resolvement and get Barbara back into his arms, is 
phony and weak. 


The French Point of View 

“COUNT YOUR BLESSINGS,” at LOEW’S STATE, was 
obviously meant to be a “women’s picture.” It has some 
exquisite decor in French chateaus and smaller houses, 
some beautiful photography of London and Parisian land- 
marks. An air of wealth and elegance 
surrounds it. Matinee idol Rossano Brazzi 
plays a French nobleman, officer and bou- 
levardier, and Maurice Chevalier, as his 
wise old uncle, offers a ruddy, graying 
charm. Jean Negulesco, an expert in the 
glossily sentimental, is the director. And 
the problem is right out of a ladies’ maga- 
zine marriage clinic: Should a wife condone her husband's 
infidelities, even when he’s as handsome and romantic as 
Rossano? 

Deborah Kerr, a proper English girl, succumbs to his 
Gallic gallantry in one day during World War II. They are 
married, but duty calls and this Penelope and their son 
wait nine years for her Ulysses before he gets back from 
the wars. Then she finds he thinks it perfectly all right 
to keep shapely girl friends like Patricia Medina in charm- 
ing little villas. She takes a dim view of his worldly Parisian 
point of view and he thinks her unreasonable; but I daresay 
the American women to whom this was directed won't buy 
it either. Anyway, the problem gets pretty dull, and so does 
the picture, particularly when you know that sooner or later 
the scripter will find a way to get the irate Deborah back 
in Rossano’s arms. 


Dated Operetta 

IF YOU have a hard time catching some of the pleasant 
songs like “Love Me,” in the German production of “THE 
BEGGAR STUDENT,” at the APOLLO ART, it is probably 
because the creaking of the plot is drowning out the music. 
This production of the Milloecker operetta is done with 
fetching color and costumes, but otherwise as if it were 
first being produced in 1881, There is a girl who disguises 
herseit as a soldier to help the revolutionary students in 
P¢'s..d, a tae and fatuous occupying military governor, and 
a comedienne sister to the heroine who is always hungry. 
Sample humor: When the hero’s friend tries to woo this 
sister, she talks of nothing but eating. “But how about 
heart?” says the man. “I love it, braised and with sour 
sauce,” says the girl. You may think the witticisms couldn't 
possibly get worse than that, but they do. 

As the hero, Gerhard Riedmann is personable and has 
‘ an excellent voice, if it’s his. Dick Price (an unlikely name 
in a German cast) displays some first-rate ballet dancing 
skill as a foppish Polish count. There are English subtitles, 
but in view of the quality of the dialogue and lyrics, it 
would be better without them.

ON THE MONDAY after the 
last Carnegie Hall concerts with 


the Philharmonic-Symphony in ° 


December, I received, as I had 
expected, my call from the 
Metropolitan, as usual, on Mon- 
day at 11 o'clock. They wanted 
me to come down and talk. I 
said I would not come down. 
I hung up. 

The whole situation was get- 
ting a little ridiculous. The 


Met was under the guns of the. 


critics; I certainly had no ob- 
jection to singing there. But 
we were both standing like 
mad on the formalities. And 
Bill and I, as babes in the 
wood in the musical world, did 
not know quite how to find our 
way home. 

At this juncture the Met got 
hold of a mediator. He was 
actually a friend of Bill’s as 
well; William Matheus Sullivan, 
a big, husky, jolly lawyer who 
was internationally famous in 
the legal end of art and a Met 
director. He had been an opera 
buff for years and was, we 
found out, opposed to Edward 
Johnson’s policies. But he did 
know the intricate ins and outs 
of the politics of music as he 
knew the palm of his hand. He 
called us and we agreed tp 
meet him for tea. I told him 
the whole story in one rush of 
words. He laughed heartily. 
Suddenly he became very seri- 
ous. He said, “What can I do. 
to help you? Call on me for 
anything!” 

“Well,” Bill said, “we can’t 
ignore the Metropolitan. We 
don’t want to. Helen is perfect- 
ly willing to sing there, but it 
should be something mutually 
agreeable.” 

“There’s no reason why not,” 
said Sullivan. “The critics have 
been asking the Metropolitan 
why she hasn’t sung there. 
They want to know what’s the 
matter with the management. 
The public wants Traubel. I, 
would like to hear her myself 
in the Metropolitan. Let’s see 
what we can do.” 

After some more discussion 
it was agreed that Bill Sullivan 
would write a letter in my 
name, saying that I would be, 
now and always, glad to sing 
at the Metropolitan Opera. He 
specified that I must have a 
contract flatly stating that I 
would debut in the part of 
Sieglinde in Wagner. 


This was done. The letter 


‘was sent. There was an imme- 


diate reply—this time from 
Edward Ziegler, then the true 
power behind the Met throne. 
He agreed to all the terms 
specified in the letter. 


I had won my battle. I was 
to sing Sieglinde in “Die Wal- 
kure” as my. debut at the 
Metropolitan. 


When I signed my Metro- 
politan Opera contract, Bill 
automatically became my offi- 
cial business manager. Other- 
wise, it would have been no 
deal. 


When I joined the Metropoli- 
tan — signing my contract in 
the last few days of December 
1939—I knew only one role. It 
was Sieglinde in “Die Wal- 
kure.” I was learning Elisabeth 
in “Tannhauser.” During all 
that next year of 1940-41 I 
kept myself busy learning two 
of the heaviest roles in opera 
to be ready for the following 
season—the two Brunnhildes of 
“Die Walkure” and “Die Got- 
terdammerung.” I can frankly 
say I came close to killing my- 
self with learning roles, on the 
one hand, actually’ singing 
other roles, on the other hand, 
and, on the third hand, singing 
in concerts. The 
year, 1942-43, I learned the 
roles of Isolde and the Brunn- 
hilde in the opera “Siegfried.” 
That season I finally, qualified 
to sing the entire Ring cycle 
and one extra opera. That was 
the year when I made my first 
round trip on the Wagner 
merry-go-round. 

My roles were few at first at 
the Met. I sang only four times 
the first year because when I 
joined in 1939-40 the season 
was half over. The season of 
1940-41 I sang eight or 10 per- 
formances. In 1941-42 I sang 
15 or 20 performances. In 
1942-43 I sang 20 performances 
again. In 1943-44 I sang nearly 
25 performances, which repre- 
sented the tops of any year. It 
is as many, I believe, as have 
been sung by any other major 
Wagnerian soprano. 

Such a schedule was a grind- 
ing performance—one that took 
more energy and stamina than 
most people think possible. It 
is my own opinion that a day 
at the docks with the long- 
shoremen, working shoulder to 
shoulder heaving cast-iron pipe, 
is a picnic compared to an eve- 
ning at the Met for a Wagner 
singer. As I once said to an 
ambitious student: “Singing 
opera is like baseball. It de- 
pends on your equipment—not 
only how well you can pitch 
but how long.” 

The reason I became a Wag- 
nerian soprano, devoting vir- 
tually all my time in grand 
opera to such roles, is easily 
explained. I became. such be- 
cause there was no one else 
with the physical equipment to 
handle it. I kept asking John- 
son: “Aren’t you interested in 
putting me in something 
Italian?” “Tosca” is one of my 
all-time favorites. 

“My dear,” he would. say, 
“we have Toscas by the dozen. 
We get little enough of your 
time as it is. We must use what 
we have to our best advan- 
tage.” 

The parts I had first of all 
suited my equipment; that is, 
the quality of my voice, the 
meaning of my thinking, and 
the size of my person. It should 
be understood that I am not a 
small woman. I am very tall, 
with ‘big broad shoulders, 46- 
inch bosom and a 43-inch waist. 
This reflects the structure of 
my rib cage; it has practically 


co 


following - 


no slope going straight down. 
My hips are about 41 and my 
weight then was 186 pounds 
when in singing trim. I get 
who it was who called me “an 
instrument expressly made by 
God for the purpose of sing- 
ing.” 

Dec. 28, 1939, I made my 
debut as Sieglinde in “Die 
Walkure.” This time the ap- 
plause—without the aid of the 
customary hired claque—came 
from the connoisseurs of opera 
without stint. What had been 
confined to New York and St. 
Louis now became a country- 
wide affair. I was the home- 
grown Wagnerian big-time so- 
prano, never out of the coun- 
try, who had achieved her goal 
on her own terms—a goal set 
as long ago as when my pig- 
tails were hanging down my 
back. 


The reviews touched off my 
desire to go as high and as far 
as I could—as soon as I could. 
I felt as if I could take off with 
my voice and soar to heaven if 
need be. It was in this mood 
that I challenged the champion 
singer of opera, one whose re- 
corded voice I still hear with 
humble wonder. 


Ten days after Kirsten Flag- 
stad made a triumphal appear- 
ance in Philadelphia I also 
sang there—on March 14, 1940. 
I sang the identical program 
she had selected. I politly re- 
fused the tearful requests of 
the management to change my 
selections. I went out on the 
stage to make the concert a 
duel on exactly the ‘same 
grounds with the same weap- 
ons, no holds or high C’s bar- 
red. I was a little fey, perhaps. 


The audience that night gave 
me a spontaneous ovation. The 
applause was shared by the 
members of the orchestra, the 
New York Philharmonic-Sym- 
phony men I had known so 
long and their leader, John 
Barbirolli. The illustrations 
that appeared with the critical 
reviews—they were called cari- 
catures—gave me the enorm- 
ous exaggerated shoulder 
breath that was to become one 
of my trade-marks. 


It may be conjectured that 
this barrage of pointed sug- 
gestions laid down at the door 
of the Met could not help but 
have its effect. I was not wrong 
in this belief: I was to succeed 
Flagstad. I was sure I was 
ready, but how well and for 
how long were thought stretch- 
ers indeed. 


Within two years—though I 
could not foresee it at the time 
—I was to be cheered as the 
“greatest Wagnerian diva” of 
the Metropolitan. I was to be 
spoken of as great as Flagstad 
and greater than any other 
singer since the fabled per- 
formances of Johanna Gadski 
and Lillian Nordica at the turn 
of the century. 

It was to be a stunning kind 
of praise to me. It was both 
dizzying and satisfying — and 
saddening. I felt that the voice 
of Flagstad was one of the 
most glorious voices I had ever 
heard in a human throat. One 
of the finest that any woman 
had ever produced. It was a 
tremendous compliment, I 
thought, to have such a com- 
parison made between us. 

Because I could sing, I found 
that a whole new world fell 
open in front of me, like a won- 
derful hollow Easter egg. I 
could see the universe of art 
and living through the exqui- 
site focus of people such as 
Fritz Kreisler, the great violin- 
ist; I could sense the extra ra- 
diations of that existence. Mu- 
sic—if one is part of it, either 
as artist or appreciator—is like 
living on another more glorious 
plane of sensation. 

The friends I have made in 
this second existence have al- 
ways given me a new kind of 
life. Here I must talk about a 
few of them, about what they 
meant to me. Lauritz Melchior 
was one of the first—and is 
still a good friend of mine. 
Possessor of one of the finest 
operatic tenor voices in volume 
and quality of all] time, he was 
an experience in himself. 

I met Lauritz for the first 
time in 1938. As a young as- 
piring soprano I sang a Wag- 
ner operatic concert with him 
in Minneapolis. He was a big, 
healthy, lusty, vital man. We 
talked less about music than 
we did about recipes and eat- 
ing. We ate from morning un- 
til night—stuffing ourselves 
with all the good things you 
can find in the Midwest. The 
man was Danish; he shared 
that physique, endurance and 
that vocal range which prob-

ably made the Vikings able to 
shout clear across the Baltic 
Sea when they wanted their 
wives to come in from pastur- 
ing the kine. It was a peculiar 
combination of temperament 
and tremendous physical vocal 
qualities, coupled with his 
beautiful voice and ability to 
sustain the most taxing role 
that made Melchior the world’s 
greatest Wagnerian tenor of 
his time. 


Much as I admired Lauritz, 
however, many things I learned 
from him were not musical. 
My real education from him 
came in handling myself on 
stage, not to be “Melchiorized.” 
This grew to epic proportions 
as the years passed. It be- 
came famous among the back- 
stage buffs. Bets were some- 
times taken on where he or I 
would be at the end of a solo 
or duet. 


With an inward glee known 
only to ourselves, Lauritz and 
I carried out grand maneuvers 
on stage for years. It was like 
a stately chess game, in full 
view of the Metropolitan Opera 
audience—but its moves were 
veiled in the heights of song. 
Those behind scenes knew it 
was going on; it caused amused 
whispers in more than one au- 
gust corner. Strangely enough, 
Lauritz and I never mentioned 
one word about it to each oth- 
er. It was one of the rules 
that any comment was ver- 
boten. 


One of the most ancient con- 
tests in the world is that of 
jockeying for position. A horse 
in a race, a boxer in a ring, 
an actor in a movie, a politi- 
cian on a_platform—all of 
them know the techniques. 
Anyone in the public eye 
must learn it. The rule is: 
be noticed or die. In grand 
opera in my day it appeared 
in a somewhat different form. 
My great rival—and one I 
must bob a curtsey to—was not 
really Flagstad. Mine was 
Lauritz, Fifteen years my sen- 
ior, he was my singing com- 
panion for a dozen years. He 
was a darling and a voice un- 
excelled this side of heaven— 


but he was a devil on the. 


stage if he got loose. 


This tug of war between 
Melchior and myself lasted for 
years. It became famous 
among backstage opera fans 
as the invisible battle between 
Traubel and Melchior, Gentle 
old Reidel, the prompter with 
his lean, handsome face and 
spectacles, who sometimes led 
the .orchestra on off nights, 
sat in his hooded cubicle just 
below the stage as a prompter. 
He saw it all and used to laugh 
so hard that he would drop off 
tears, and disappear under the 
stages to regain his calm. 


Clad in our majestic, glitter- 
ing Wagnerian costumes, we 
would come lovingly to each 
other in our duets. Lauritz 
would put his arm about my 
shoulders protectively, his huge 
cloak enfolding me. It all looked 
so warm and affectionate from 
the audience — but he was 
smothering me. Lauritz’s arm 
weighed a couple of hundred 
pounds, it seemed, the cloak 
added as much to it. He would 
gently turn my shoulders as he 
sang—so that when I was de- 
livering my aria I would be 
singing directly into the ear of 
some stagehand at the rear of 


the cavernous Met stage. I got 


around this by lovingly turning 
away and walking a few steps 
downstage, delivering my sor- 
row or ecstasy to the audience. 
I got back at Lauritz by maneu- 
vering around him when he 
was supposed to be singing to 
me so that he had to fling 
phrases over his shoulder. 


At another time Lauritz 
would move ponderously in 
front of me, between the spot- 
lights and myself. His shadow 
would fall over me. It was a 
mighty shadow. It blacked me 
out until all I was to my hear- 
ers was a soprano blackface 
minstrel singing somewhere in 
the distance.

One scene I did complain of 
to him. It was a moment when 
we rushed across the e 
from opposite wings and 
clasped each other madly in 
our arms. It was exactly like 
a couple of two-ton trucks hav- 
ing a collision in the middle of 
Broadway. We rushed _  to- 
gether, had our head-on crash 
with a rending of my brocade 


and a clash of his armor (I can 
still show scars), bounced apart 
again. Lauritz crushed the 
breath out of me every time 
with his bear hug. 

“Lauritz,” [| whispered pant- 
ingly to him one night, “we 
can’t keep this up. The wear 
and tear is too much!” 


“My love.” he muttered, his 
eyes twinkling, “how can you 
speak so of our irresistible at- 
traction for each other?” His 
arms enveloped me smothering- 
ly again. I got out of that in 
subsequent performances by 
sidestepping, a couple of times 
letting Lauritz skid his way 
nearly into the opposite wing. 


Lauritz also had a lot of fun 
trying to break me up when 
he was offstage and I was on. 
During my most serious arias, 
when I was solo on the stage, 
weeping my heart out for some 
hero or other who had gone 
away and left me or I had left 
him and gone away—whichever 
it happened to be in the libret- 
to — Lauritz would be in the 
wings. He wore a little wom- 
an’s hat on his head and was 
jigging around talking to the 
stagehands. Or he was wearing 
a derby and a bearskin strapped 
across his chest, winking at 
me, wiggling his fingers in 
his ears, and doing everything 
from a hornpipe to the High- 
land fling.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
The Inventor of Braille 


By Ramon Coffman 


ONE HUNDRED and forty 
years ago, a 10-year-old boy 
entered the National Institution 
for the Young Blind in Paris. 
His name was Louis Braille. 

Louis had suffered blindness 
as the result of an accident. 
He had a quick mind, and 
made progress in mastering the 


system of reading devised by 
Valentine Hauy. 

Another Frenchman, Barbier 
by name, tried to improve 
Hauy’s system. He used raised 
dots to teach the blind to read. 


Louis learned both systems, 
but felt that neither could 
measure up to what was 
needed. He considered that 
Barbier’s plan was good, but 
that the dots were spread too 
far apart, 


When he was only 17 years 
of age, the blind pupil became 
a teacher at the school, A few 
years later, he finished work 
on a new plan, Each letter was 
to, have from one to five raised 
dots. They were to cover a cer- 
tain space, and only that space. 
The touch of a finger tip would 
tell in an instant how the 
dots were arranged. 

Most readers of this column, 
I suppose, feel the same way I 
do about blindness. If such a 
thing as blindness came to me, 
it would seem too hard to bear. 

I know, however, that it 
would be best to face the 
trouble as bravely as possible. 
Only by being brave can one 
meet such sorrow in the way 
it should be met. 

In history we have the ex- 
amples of several famous 


Louis Braille and the raised 
dot alphabet he devel- 
oped.
